Madi named Advocacy Champion for CF 


Madl Vanstone knew that the 
drug Kalydeco could change her life. 

The drug “corrects” a gene mutation 
that causes Cystic fibrosis. Three to 
4% of those with CF have the mutant 
gene; Madi was one of them. 

But the nearly $350,000 price tag of 
the drug was cost-prohibitive, and 
the Ontario Health Insurance Plan 
refused to provide coverage - leaving 
Madi, her family and her community 
to fundraise. With her dad's insurance 
covering 50% of the cost, and the 
pharmaceutical company another 
30%, the family needed to raise 
$60,000 per year for the treatment. 

Even while they were fundraising, 
they continued to push Health 
Minister Deb Matthews and Premier 
Kathleen Wynne to do the right thing, 
and provide coverage for a drug that 
improves not only the quality of 
life, but the lifespan of some Cystic 
Fibrosis sufferers. 

Back in lune, Madi learned that her 
batde had been successful. A national 
agreement has been worked out, and 


OHIP will cover the bill - not only for Madi, but 
for others with the same form of CF. 

On October 21, Cystic Fibrosis Canada - a 
national not-for-profit charitable agency 
dedicated to finding a cure for CF - recognized 
Madi Vanstone, naming her an “Advocacy 
Champion” for CF. 

Vice President of Cystic Fibrosis Canada Ken 
Chan attended Sir William Osier Public School 
in Bond Head to thank Madi for her efforts, and 


"Madi became a champion of this drug.” And 
because of her persistence and her advocacy, 
Kalydeco will be available not only to patients in 
Ontario, but in Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and Nova Scotia. 

Madi Vanstone is the first “Advocacy 
Champion” ever named by CF Canada. Chan 
and other representatives of the organization 
presented Madi with a card, flowers, a Shine-a- 
rama hoodie, and their thanks. 

Madi had a thank-you of her own. “I just want 
to thank everybody in the school for supporting 
me," she said.

The County of Simcoe is launching 
a used battery collection program, 
to ensure the environmentally- 
responsible disposal of single-use 
batteries. 

The new collection will take place 
during the week 
of November 


“battery bags,” 
with instructions, 
have been mailed 
to households 
throughout Simcoe 
County, and will 
also be available at 
municipal offices or 
any County of Simcoe 
Waste Management 
facility. 

Battery bags - for 
disposal of single-use 
AA, AAA, C, D, 9 volt, 
and button batteries 
(used for hearing aids 
and watches) - should 
be filled and placed 
curbside for collection on the regularly 
scheduled collection day, in a visible 
location beside (not within) the Blue 
Box recycling. 


batteries, cell phone and lap top 
batteries, car, industrial and battery 
packs are not accepted in this program 
- but may be taken to any County of 
Simcoe Household Hazardous Waste 
icility for free, safe 
disposal. 

Batteries collected 
through the used battery 
curbside collection 
week will be diverted 
from landfill, and sent 
to an Ontario company 
which will recycle 
approximately 90% of the 
battery components. 

“Batteries should 
not be tossed in the 
garbage, as they can 
negatively impact the 
environment,” explained 
Rob McCullough, 
Director of Solid Waste 
Management with 
the County. “We look 
forward to offering this 
new, convenient service to residents.”

Respecting Democracy 


We have been both heartened and 
disheartened by the 2014 Municipal 
Election. 

Heartened by the record number of 
candidates registered - some of them 
experienced, some new, and almost 
all of them with a passion for the 
community, and strong ideas on how 
to make BWG a better place. 

Disheartened by the negativity, and 
the personal attacks that have found 
their way onto social media. Every 
election, there are those who believe 
that their own freedom of political 
expression means that they can deny 
others that same freedom - who tear 
down, damage and steal signs, and 
who threaten those with divergent 
views. This election, that has been 
rampant. 

There have also been apparently 
deliberate attempts to spread 
misinformation. We have found at 
least one site that claims Mayoral 
candidate Doug White has refused 
to confirm that he will not be 
accepting campaign donations from 
the development community. That is 
untrue; as reported in this newspaper, 
all three candidates for Mayor have 
stated that they will not be accepting 
such donations. 

There has been a concerted effort 
to “spin" certain past actions. We 
received an email from the manager 
of Mayoral candidate Rob Keffer’s 
campaign, claiming that Mr. Keffer, 
sitting as Deputy Mayor, was not 
opposed to die family health centre, 
which has brought new doctors to 
the community. We can only judge 
by his public actions: Mr. Keffer 
voted against the renovation of the 
old library, and the agreement with 
the Province and Southlake Family 
Health Team, at every stage of the 
project. 


And there has been a concerted 
effort to suggest Mr. Keffer is in 
a "Conflict of Interest” position, 
regarding the 5th Line interchange, 
because he farms on the 5th Line. To 
be in conflict, a member of Council 
and his or her immediate family must 
directly benefit, to a greater extent 
than other residents, from a decision. 
Mr. Keffer is NOT in conflict; the 
lands in question are not within 
the area designated as employment 
lands or the future interchange. In 
fact, he has opposed the 5th Line 
Interchange. 

Just a reminder: at the end of the 
day, when all the votes have been 
tabulated, no matter what the 
outcome, the business of the Town 
will continue - and we will all still 
be neighbours. And the best way to 
express your political views is to vote. 


We are shocked and appalled by 
the events of Oct. 22, when Ottawa 
was the scene of co-ordinated terror 
attacks, and shootings by apparent 
extremist gunmen. This occurred 
even as the Canadian government has 
been setting the stage for changes to 
laws governing privacy, the collection 
of evidence, and the powers of police, 
to deal with the threat of terrorism. 

Nonetheless, we do not want to 
see the introduction of U.S.-style 
Homeland Security measures and the 
abrogation of Canadians’ basic rights, 
as a result. The RCMP has suggested 
that there are 80 to 160 individuals 
who pose a potential threat; it is still 
too early to know if the perpetrators 
were among those being “watched” 

- but shocking if they were. We would 
hope that the RCMP and CSIS could 
deal with a handful of individuals, 
without stripping rights from the 
other 35 million Canadians.

However, 
Bradford is more than just the marsh. 

I appreciate the resident’s pride in the 
produce we grow for the province and beyond. 
I do not appreciate the inference that the 
growth of our Town has decreased agricultural 
prosperity. That just isn’t true. The growth 
of Bradford will increase the agricultural 
prosperity, and develop more opportunity for 
the community. 

I grew up here, and now, alongside my 
wife, I am raising a young family. The Town’s 
population started growing back in the 1970s. 
Most of the new residents had jobs in fields 
other than farming, and were employed 
outside the community. While some may not 
like this trend, we cannot turn back the clock. 
Our elected officials must deal with this reality. 
Moving forward, we must have a balanced 
local economy, with more commercial and 
industrial businesses to complement our 
agricultural base. We need more local jobs 
and the significant tax revenue they provide. 
This is what makes the development of the 400 
employment lands so important. We also need 
the new interchange at the 5th Line. It will 
not only improve access to the 400, but make 
Canal Rd. safer for our farmers - the people the 
road was built to serve in the first place. 

To be sure, taxes have increased in BWG over 
the past few years, or the past few decades. 
They have increased everywhere. As a local 
businessman and parent, the issue for me is 
the value I receive in return. The Town now 
has services and facilities like the Leisure 


Centre that were not around when I was a kid. 
Our Town continues to get better, providing a 
higher quality of life for all of us in this growing 
community called Bradford West Gwillimbury.

pledge to plant 4 million trees, during 
2011-2012 an estimated 25 million 
trees were actually planted under the 
auspices of the Lions Clubs. 

“Today this Lions Environment 
Tree Planting project is sitting 
at over 30 million trees planted

Oliveira says. 

In local A-12 District, Governor

Sam Abisaab, Health Promotion 
Specialist with the Heart & Stroke 
Foundation, noted that Ontario 
already has approximately 7,000 of the 
life-saving devices installed in public 
spaces, thanks to support from the 
Heart & Stroke Foundation, Chase 
MacEachern Fund, and the province 
- but the federal funding is very 
welcome, especially since many of 
the defibrillators installed earlier are 
nearing the 
end of their 
shelf life, 
and need to 
be replaced.

“These 
machines 
are saving 
lives,” Abisaab said. “We need these to 
be as common as fire extinguishers.” 

The survival rate for sudden cardiac 
arrest outside of a hospital setting 
is only 5%, he noted - and for every 
minute that passes without treatment, 
“survival goes down.” The timely 
provision of CPR and use of an AED 
can increase survival rates 75%. 

He praised the announcement 
by Van Loan, noting, “This shows 
the commitment of the federal 
government to safer commumhes.” 

Bradford West Gwillimbury has an 
estimated 33 of the devices already 
installed, 32 of them by the Province 
and Heart & Stroke, Abisaab said. Over 
the past two years, Simcoe County 



Paramedics have trained about 150 
persons in their use, through the 
County’s PAD program. 

“Our government is committed to 
protecting the health and safety of 
all Canadians,” as well as promoting 
active lifestyles, said Van Loan. The 
goal of the funding is to install 2,000 
AEDs, train 20,000 staff and volunteers 
in their use, and create a national 
database of the AEDs to track their 
replacement. "Partnerships like this 
are crucial,” to protect local residents, 
he said.

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Belinda’s Place shelter a home

When it opens in 2015, Belinda’s 
Place will provide something unique 
in York Region: a shelter for single 
women who are homeless, or at risk of 


integrating into society as they regain 
independence and security, with help 
from one-on-one counselling and 
support from the community. 

The initial fundraising effort has 
reached its goal, of $1 million. “If 
you believe in Karma, this project 
has been full of it,” said Debora 
Kelly, community representative 
and President of the Belinda’s 
Place Foundation. From the initial 


donation of land by The Society 
of Friends, to the ongoing 
donations from corporations 
and individuals, “it’s just been 
incredible. Every time we 
reached a milestone, someone 
would come forward.” 

On October 15, the 
Foundation held a special 
event at Upper Canada Mall, 
not only to celebrate reaching a 
goal, but to launch a new phase 
of fundraising - to furnish and 
equip Belinda’s Place. Said 
Kelly, “Now we’re going to 
make Belinda's Place a home.” 

The campaign links donations 
with items needed to furnish 
every room and suite. A $25 
donation can purchase a kettle, 
or tea towels. A $40 gift could 
buy a set of twin sheets, towels 
or a toaster; $85 a microwave; 
$1,700, a full-sized fridge. 

“It’s very tangible,” said Kelly 
- a way of envisioning the 
impact of giving, on die women 
who will call Belinda’s Place 
home. “We are launching the 
next step, to make sure we give 
them the welcome and the 
support they need as they move 
towards a future of hope.” 

The launch was held at Upper 
Canada Mall, which has been 


in Purple Heels” Galas to 
help raise the money for 
construction. To support the 
new campaign, the Mall has 
set up a display at Centre Court 
of a typical "bachelorette” 
at Belinda’s Place - along 
with price tags, to encourage 
targeted giving. The display will 
be in place until the end of the 
month. 

Belinda’s Place offers a 
"Housing First” model, said 
Theresa McLeod-Treadwell, 
with the Salvation Army. “The 
idea is to get people stabilized” 
- providing emergency 
shelter - but also to follow up 
with "wrap-around support,” 
from initial assessment to 
counselling and referrals. 

Guests will be 
able to stay in the 
transitional units 
for up to one year. 

"That way we can 
make sure we have all 
those supports,” says 
McLeod-Treadwell, 
providing assistance 
“that will follow them 
into the community.” 

She concluded, 

“The idea is 
prevention - homelessness 
prevention... The idea is to end 
homelessness." 


Judith Hayes wasn’t homeless 
- but she might as well have 
been, stuck in a rented home 
without heat and hydro after 
the landlord was found to have 
completed illegal rewiring. 

"A lot of the homelessness 
issue and the need for a shelter 
is often hidden,” said Hayes, 
who caught pneumonia and 
struggled with the stress, 
during that period. She spoke 
of the “surprising speed a 
person can fall through the 
safety net. We don’t have 
much of a safety net. Within a 
paycheque or two, you can end 
up in dire straits.” 

Calling herself the “unofficial 
poster girl" of Belinda’s Place, 
she said. “I never thought it

Doug White: "The Town is 
growing. That’s been planned 
for about 15 years... When the 
people come, we need to have a 
complete community. We have 
to focus on balance” between 
agriculture, and industry. 

Rob Keffer: “We need to use 
our land wisely... We need to 
intensify some of our housing... 
and we need to protect our 
agricultural lands." 

Hernan Burgos: “Now we’re 
growing very fast. We have 
to be very careful how we 
spend the money, so we don’t 
overspend... so you guys don’t 
have to pay." 

Question: “What would you 
make if you got voted (in)?" 

Rob Keffer: “Different housing 
types. We would work with the 
different developers in Town... 
As well as recreation facilities.” 

Hernan Burgos: 'I'm going 
to bring a college to Town... 
but I also want to put back the 
skatepark.” 

Doug White: “More recrea¬ 
tion, more things to do, more 
parks. Henderson Parkis going 


to be amazing." He proposed 
turning the old Bradford arena 
into an indoor skatepark. 
“Newmarket has it. There’s no 
reason why our Town can’t 
have a facility like that.” 

Question: How will you get 
more affordable homes for 
Seniors, and where will you 
put them? 

Doug White: “That’s a real 
challenge... The Town needs to 
be really, really involved, as it 
was with the medical centre." 
He suggested the solution is 
to “take an asset owned by the 
Town, and partner with the 
developers.” 

Rob Keffer: "There’s other 
Towns that have been very 
successful," in providing 
Srs. Housing. He suggested 
partnering with Church groups 
- and telling developers, “No 
more water units until we get 
housing that is suitable for 
Seniors." 

Hernan Burgos: “We need 
different kinds of homes for 
Seniors, not just one kind. 

We need to talk to the people 
building the homes.” With 500 


houses being built per year, he 
said developers should ensure 
at least 10% will be “Senior- 
enabled.” 

Question: “What made you 
want to run for Mayor?” 

Rob Keffer: “Some of the things 
we can do a litde bit differently. 
I want people more involved... 
Respect for the people, when 
they do make suggestions.” He 
added, “Some of the ideas that I 
had weren’t being put forward." 

Doug White explained that 
he initially ran for Council 
because, as a baseball coach, 
he saw that “every other town 
had better parks, better fields, 
and better trails than we did.”

Bradford - For the first time in Bradford, the Library 
is hosting a Holy Qur’an exhibition, set up by the 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Women's Association. 

The exhibition is unique. Qur'ans printed in a range 
of languages are displayed on two tables in the central 
Atrium at the library - and the public is invited to pick 
up the copies and read, in their own languages. 

The purpose of the exhibition is two-fold. First, to 
dispel myths and misconceptions about Islam and the 
Qur’an, and secondly, to allow the public to “see for 
themselves" what is written in the Qur’an. 

With terrorist groups such as ISIS and Boko Haram 
citing Islamic tradition as the basis for their vicious 
crimes against humanity, peaceful and moderate 
Muslims are trying to counter their narrative by 
presenting the true Islamic perspective, through such 
exhibitions, inter-faith dialogue, peace conferences 
and outreach activities. 

“Often the media poses the question, “Where are the 
moderate Muslims?” Our response is, "Right here in 
Bradford” “ say the AMJ women. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim Community is the leading 
Islamic organization to categorically reject terrorism in 
any form.

Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
accepted the Master Plan Study 
for Henderson Community Park, 
in September - a magnificent 97 
acre property at the 9th Line and 10 
Sideroad that was a gift from Cyril and 
Phyllis Henderson. 

Dillon Consulting, through 
Stakeholder meetings and community 
workshops, developed a plan that 
recognizes the natural features of 
the property - including a significant 
woodlot in the northeast corner, and 
a watercourse that runs through the 
propoerty - and meets the current 
and future recreational needs of the 
community. 

The Study proposes a design that 
respects the natural environment, 
provides both active and passive 
recreation, flexible uses for all 
ages, while meeting standards of 
environmental stewardship. 

Consultant Eha Naylor spoke of 
phasing in development of the 
park - starting at the north end of 
the property and, over the course of 
20 years, developing to the south. 

The total cost to develop short-term, 
mid-term and long-term recreation 
at Henderson Park is estimated at 


$12,455 million. 

There are still further studies to be 
done - Storm Water management, 
servicing and grading. Phosphorus 
loading, an Environment Impact 
Study, Tree Management Study and 
Traffic Impact Study - but the timeline 
proposes going to detailed design by 
Spring of 2015, and to construction by 
the fall. The “Short term" projects (1-3 
years) include completing 90% of the 
north trails, completing the servicing 
(sewer, water, hydro), building the 
platform for the North soccer fields, 
building 2 parking lots, a picnic area, 
and a Stormwater Pond. 

The estimated cost of the short¬ 
term projects? Over $3,255 million, 
which includes site preparation, hard 
and softscaping, and the new sports 
fields. Completion of the first phase is 
projected for 2017-18. 

It will be up to the newly elected 
Council to set the budget, and decide 
whether or not to proceed with the 
work as set out in the Master Plan 
- although, during the campaign, 
Mayoral candidates have spoken of 
the importance of Henderson Park to 
future recreation in BWG.
